This was one of many 
inspirational quotes that Herman 
Boone, the legendary head football 
coach at T. C. Williams High 
School in Alexandria, Va., and the 
inspiration behind the 2000 
blockbuster movie Remember the 
Titans , said before a packed Huff 
Auditorium on Wednesday, Nov. 
20, 2013. 

Coach Boone said his 1971 state 
champion Titans squad “broke the 
mold” and showed the world how 
to become a “team” through 
adversity. 

The 1971 Titans were the first 
integrated team at the school, where 
controversy developed from the 
selection of Boone as head coach 
instead of a popular white coach. 

"When we started talking about 
starting a series of 'An Evening 
With', I couldn't think of anybody 
who embodies what we're all about 
more than Herman Boone," said 
President Dr. Billy Stewart. 'We talk 
about our core values of excellence 
and accountability and respect... he 
embodies those."

The exhibit is designed “to rediscover the strength 
and spirit of American workers through rare archival 
images, compelling videos and fascinating 
interviews.”

The exhibition explored how work has become a 
central element in American culture during the past 
150 years through documenting the lives of ordinary 
American workers. It featured many educational 
videos, historical photos and informative texts that 
showed the evolution of work throughout the 
country. 

Freshman Shannon McNeil said, "The exhibit was 
very informative. I learned so much about how work 
has changed over the years in our country." 

Along with the exhibition, the college hosted many 
speakers that spoke on various subjects from the 
poultry industry to effects of the Civil War on work 
and Work in Literature. 

Mississippi native and Apollo 13 astronaut Fred 
Haise began the list of speakers on Feb. 25. 

Haise said, "Looking back, I feel fortunate to have 
enjoyed the career I have. I am extremely fortunate to 
have been around during the Apollo missions and to

He is recognized in the field of 
folklore and writes in many journals and poetry 
journals. 

He also wrote and read “A Land and a Legacy,” a 
poem about Mississippi, for Governor Ronnie 
Musgrove’s inauguration. 

“This book was not a task, but a labor of love. I 
enjoyed every day I taught at East Central,” said 
Vickers. “There was great faculty and student body 
that enjoyed a great deal of camaraderie.” 

He continued on to say he takes pride in the fact 
that he taught at the college. 

This is displayed in the last paragraph of the 
foreword of The East Central I Knew : 

“When I came to teach at East Central, it never 
occurred to me that each day would hold 
a different adventure. I would, in the days and 
years to come, meet the most interesting 
faculty, teach more students than I could count 
today, fall in love and marry, help raise a 
family, and learn more than anyone would have 
thought possible about people, about teaching, 
about the South and small towns, and about 
students. Most of all, though, I would have 
countless interesting and entertaining experiences ”

The season was a learning experience during 
her first year as head coach, Chaney said. 

"I saw a lot of positives and a lot of 
negatives this season," she said. "We fought 
hard this season." 

"We were especially proud of our starting 
pitcher Tenna Patterson who led our team in 
the circle and signed to play Division I with 
Mississippi Valley State University." 

Several members of the East Central 
Community College fast-pitch softball team 
received honors following the squad’s 
successful season. 

At the top of the list is first baseman Ty 
Buckley of Philadelphia, who received All- 
Region 23 and MACJC All-State honors and 
was an NJCAA All-American nominee in 
recognition of her outstanding freshman 
season. 

The Neshoba Central High School product 
led the Lady Diamond Warriors with a .397 
batting average, six home runs and 36 RBIs.

Also receiving MACJC All-State recognition 
was pitcher Tenna Patterson, who completed 
her sophomore season with a 16-12 record and 
posted a 2.22 earned run average. Patterson 
recorded 103 strikeouts during the 2013 
campaign.

(Ala.) High School. 

Other players who received team honors 
included outfielder AJ Peeler, most valuable 
offensive player, and catcher Dakota Vowell, 
most valuable defensive player and most 
improved player, both products of Neshoba 
Central High School; infielder Kaylin 
Hopkins of Louisville, base running award;

22 years coaching experience began his rein as head 
football coach at East Central Community College. 
Karcher completed his first season as leader of the 
Warriors with a 1-8 record, the highlight of the season 
being the 36-31 homecoming win over Mississippi 
Delta Community College. 

Upon his introduction as head coach on Jan. 25, 
2013, ECCC President Dr. Billy Stewart described 
Karcher as a “perfect fit” for EC. 

Karcher, who previously served as offensive 
coordinator and quarterbacks coach at Eastern 
Michigan University, said he looks forward to the 
challenge of developing a winning program at East 
Central. 

He also stressed the importance of having players 
who have pride in being a Warrior. 

“What I’m looking lor are guys who want to be a part 
of something bigger than themselves...I want them to 
have pride in being a Warrior. That could be as simple 
as walking on campus, seeing a piece of paper on the 
ground and putting it in the trash. Because this is your 
home and if we can create pride within the program 

then we have a chance. No guarantees, 
but a chance.” 

Having coached on both the high 
school and senior college level, Karcher 
said he looks forward to joining the 
community college ranks. 

Karcher began his coaching career in 
1991 at North Texas State University, 
where he coached quarterbacks and wide 
receivers. 

In 2000, Karcher was selected as head 
football coach at Liberty University. 

He served six seasons at Liberty, 
compiling an overall 21-46 record and 6-8 
mark in conference play, including two 
straight second-place finishes. 

Karcher continued his career in 2006 as 
offensive coordinator and quarterbacks 
coach at Fellowship Christian High 


School in Roswell, Ga., where he led the Paladians to 
their first-ever winning season and a deep run in the 
Georgia state playoffs. He also served as the school’s 
athletic director and taught a ninth-grade Bible class 
at Fellowship Bible Church. 

In 2008, Karcher was named quarterbacks coach at 
the University of Toledo. He helped lead the Rockets 
in an upset win over the Michigan Wolverines, 
although the squad finished 3-8. 

Karcher was hired in January 2009 by head coach 
Ron English as offensive coordinator and 
quarterbacks coach at Eastern Michigan University 
and remained with the program until December 2012. 

A native of Pittsburgh, Pa., Karcher was a highly 
recruited quarterback at Shaler Area High School 
where he was selected a Parade All-American in 1980. 
He continued his athletic career at the University of 
Notre Dame where he was a backup to Blair Kiel. 

After two years he transferred to Tulane University, 
where he completed his collegiate playing career. 

He later continued his career in the National 
Football League as a member of the Denver Broncos 
and played as a replacement player when other NFL 
players were on strike. The Broncos retained him for 
the rest of the year, and Karcher was a back-up for 
John Elway when the team played in Super Bowl XXII 
in 1988. 

Karcher is married to the former Pauline Termini 
and they have four children, daughters Kelly and 
Katie, and sons Austin and Clay.
